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FCEEWOHD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting-  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  na^- 
tion-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.

The  general  rirogram  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Re-porting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  -oublic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  tne  United  States^ 

In  recent  years,   there  has  he^n  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county.  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showi-ng  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  as^enbled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  resr^onse  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Uorks  Projects  Administration  Su-cervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  projects  Administration.     Official  project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the   material  for  Tables  22  and  24, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  particiioated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  tnis  series. 
S'oecial  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect 
data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.     Without  these 
data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less 
accurate  and  lesa  com-olete.

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I0¥4  4&RI CULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  LES  KOINES  COOTTY 

This  county  originally  emlDraced  nearly  one-half  cf  the  future  State  of 
Iowa  and  was  known  as  Temoine  County.     In  1S3^  six  co"unties  were  separately 
organized  from  its  territory  and  in  I838  it  was  reduced  practically  to  its 
present  "boundaries,  l/     The  name  Des  Lloines  is  probably  traceable  to  the 
mound  builders  who  long  ago  lived  near  the  banks  of  the  river.     The  Indians 
called  the  main  stream  Hoingona  (River  of  the  Mounds).     Erench  voyageurs , 
who  followed  Marquette  and  Joliet  into  the  Midwest,  called  it  La  Riviere  des 
Moines ,  from  the  monks  who  once  dwelt  in  huts  beside  the  water.     The  term 
Ties  Mcyen,  translated  as  ''mid'dle",  was  understood  to  refer  to  the  principal 
river  between  the  Mississippi  a,nd  the  Missouri.     It  has  been  spelled  phon- 
etically r_e  Mo  in ,  Ee  Moyen,  Eemoine,  and  Pes  Mrines,  2/ 

The  first  settlers  on  record  seem  to  have  been  Simpson  S.  Ifhite,  M.  M. 
McCarver,  ar.d  L^-zi  Eoolittle  who,   in  1832,  laid  claim  to  the  land  where  Burling- 
ton now  stands.    However,  they  were  soon  driven  out  because  the  Indian  title 
was  not  extingu.ished  until  1833"     They  returned  in  I833  and  became  the  first 
perma-nent  settlers  in  this  region.     Lavid  Tothoro  made  a.  claim  about  the  same 
time.  3/ 

Settlers  came  from  the  East  and  from  Europe  in  great  numbers.  In  1833 
the  original  town  of  Burlington  was  laid  out  by  John  Gray,  a  na.tive  of  Yermont, 
and  named  for  the  city  of  that  name  in  Vermont =  k/  In  the  same  year,  a  settle- 
ment was  made  in  the  fertile  land  around  the  mouth  of  the  Skunk  River  and  named 
4.ugusta,  where  one  of  the  tv/o  first  post  offices  in  Iowa  is  still  in  operation. 
Settlements  were  soon  made  at  lanville,  Middletown  and  other  places.  The  rail- 
road come  through  Burlington  in  1857  sxid  another  road  came  through  Mediapolis 
in  I869.  6/

Ees  Moines  County  has  an  area  of  ^09  square  miles  J  / ,  or  2(^1, ~(S0  acres.  Of 
this  number,  2^'-5,S13  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands.   Sf~  There  are  I3  townships 
in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixty-sixth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Des  Moines  Co"unty  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,   terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-

Topography 

The  surface  of  Pes  Licines  Ccxmty  is  mainly  an  undiJ.ating  plain  v/ith  a 
general  slope  to  the  southeast.     Somewhat  below  the  center  of  the  county,  the 
Plint  Paver  has  cut  deeply  into  the  terrain  and,  with  its  numerous  short 
"branches,  has  created  a  belt  of  hilly  and,  in  some  places,  very  rough  topog- 
raphy.    A.  similar  condition  prevails  along  the  Skunk  River.     Approaching  the 
Mississippi  River  to  the  east,  the  level  prairies  terminate  in  steep  bluffs, 
dropping  I50  to  175  feet  to  flat  bcttom-1  xvnds .     These  are  a,bout  four  miles 
wide  at  the  northern  border,  narrowing  to  the  river's  edge  at  Burlington  and 
expanding  to  variable  widths  a  few  miles  below  the  city.     Almost  the  entire 
area  of  bottom-land  north  of  Burlington  is  protected  by  levees  along  the 
kississippi  Paver.  10/ 

Climate  , 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1S39)  ''^as  51  •?  degrees.  11 
The  average  precipitation  for  5^  years  (1876-193*^)  was  36.63  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  180  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  -^pril  20 
and  October  I7 ,  recorded  from  I896  to  1930.  12/ 

Population 

When  Iowa  v/as  established  as  a  Territory  in  I838,  a  census  ordered  by 
G-overnor  Lucas  credited  Pes  Moines  Co^unty  v^ith  U,b05  inhabitants.     The  growth 
of  population  has  been  steady  and  in  I93O  the  county  had  a  density  of  93  pel's 
per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  UU,

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  12,255,  or  32.1  percent  of  tne  total  population.  Of 
this  number,   those  of  German  descent  led  with  6,615  and  the  Swedes  came  next 
with  2,258,     Other  nationalities  had  smaller  representations.  18/ 

Cooper at  ive  s 

In  1937  there  were  six  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — one  elevator,   one  milk  depot,  one  petroleum  plant  and  three  merchandis- 
ing establishments. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  901  "nembers,  of  wnich  493  were  active,  and  1,431 
persons  did  business  with  the  6  concerns.     The  selling  co  "operatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volume  of  $166,198  and  the- purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  4l5bi,763 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
fari  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.     19 /

Tile  record  "ear  for  apples  and  cherries  was  1874.     In  that  year,  132,557 
apple  trees  yielded  129,996  bu-jhels,  and  21,243  cherry  trees  produced  6,967 
bushels.     In  1934  there  were  only  29,100  apple  trees  and  18,200  bushels  recorded, 
and  cnerry  production  had  also  declined  ai^-oreciably.     The  greatest  number  of 
peach  trees,  38,463,  was  recorded  in  1909,  but  tne  greatest  production,  930

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bushels  was  listed  in  19o4.     There  were  11,430  plum  trees  reported  in  1909,  tat 
the  largest  production,   2,129  bushels,  occurred  in  1894.     The  greatest  nvnber  of 
firapi;  vines,  140,  .537,  tths  reported  in  18y^t,  but  the  largest  production,  317,207 
pounds,  vjas  listed  in  1934.  20/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 


The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  induces  only  that  actually  husked.  Jn  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  nultiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  botn  poor  crop  years,,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  bv  the  St;..te  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.       This  separate  yield  estimation  wa.s  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  '^'^as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townshipso     The  to^'-'nship  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,   are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  i t  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  snown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizationsc     The  county  yield  and  township  yields.,  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1^34  and  ly36,.
